THE DEVELOPMENT OF A NEW IN­ 
DUSTRY. 
The experiments made by the Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture at Washington last 
year through me assistance of Dr. Collier, 
on the juice of me sorghum plant, resulted 
in a manner which will prove of interest 
to farmers generally in the North. It was 
found that the percentage of sucrose or 
crystallizable sugar contained in juice ex­ 
pressed from Chinese cane that had been 
allowed to ripen thoroughly, was as great, 
if 
not greater, than that 
yielded by 
Lou'siana cane cut at the proper time for 
grinding. 
The 
experiments have not 
been 
carried 
far 
enough 
by 
Dr. 
Collier 
to 
determine 
with 
certainly, just what the average product 
of sorghum sugar to an acre may be ex­ 
pected by western farmers. 
Enough has 
been learned, however, to ju&tily the be­ 
lief that the sorghum sugar industry will 
become an important one in a few years 
to the farmers of the North. The cane can 
be raised in ail the Northern States, bat 
order to secure as large a crop ai possible, 
that variety of cane must be planted which 
will be sure to ripen before tbe frosts 
come, and which will produce the largest 
weight of stalks and me greatest amount 
of juice. The kind which was thought to 
be tbe best because it was regarded safest, 
was the Early Amber sorghum cane, and 
the seeds from this cane were distributed 
among nine hundred farmers id thirty one 
States and Territories. 
In compliance with the request of the 
Department of Agriculture, tanners, to 
whom the seeds were sent, made a report 
of their experiments, and in Wisconsin 
torty-ttro famished these reports. 
The 
average number of gallons of syrup to the 
acre in Wisconsin was 165, and the aver­ 
age price per gallon is given at GO cents; 
and each fanner reported that a gallon of 
syrup would produce 12 pounds of crys- 
t alliable sugar. The average yield of 
syrup to the acre 
in 
the 
31 
States 
was 
132 
gallons 
and 
re­ 
ducing the amount to pounds of sugar, 
the result would be 1,588 pounds to the 
acre. 
The important question is, can the man* 
ufacture of a marketable quality of sugar 
from sorghum syrup be successful in the 
North ? The experiments made last year 
indicate mat such an industry can be won­ 
derfully developed, and that the time will 
sjon come when it will be classed among 
the most profitable in the West. The 
greatest obstacle is in getting a cane 
which will mature before the frosts, and 
which contains me largest percentage of 
sucrose or crystallizable 
sugar. 
The 
cost of 
manufacturing 
the sugar is 
of no considerable moment compared with 
the expensive machinery required ia cane 
growing States of the South. 
The cost of 
a sugar-making outfit something similar Ko 
mat used by tbe Department of Agricult­ 
ure last year, is not grater than f 150, but 
of course, this is for small manufactories. 
A plan suggested by tbe Department, and 
it is one which suggest common sense, in 
the establishment of sugar mills in each 
county, the proprietors of which will buy 
up the syrup made by the farmers in the 
vicinity. Just aa me owners ot cheese fac­ 
tories do rn buying me milk which farm­ 
ers take to them. 
Another very important question con­ 
nected with this subject is the marketable 
quality of the sugar made from sorghum 
cane. So Car it has been found good, and 
easily disposed of at a price which con­ 
sumers CSQ afford to pay, and one which 
will aff jrd a handsome profit to the minu * 
lecturer.

W a sh in g to n , May 12—The Democratic 
Congress is busy, devising plans tor count­ 
ing the electoral vote ; a Presidential elec­ 
tion is at hand, and a close contest is fore­ 
shadowed.

The plan 
proposed, makes Congress the sole judge 
of the legality and regularity of the returns 
from any State : permits going behind the 
returns; to determine their correctness, 
and in effect, gives the right to throw out 
the vote of any State, for what may appear 
lo the majority sufficient cause. 
The proposed 
concurrent resolution 
takes away the limitations to the powers of 
Congress heretofore existing, and in the 
opinion of the best legal talent, if adopted* 
will 
allow the Democratic represent­ 
atives, to elect whom they please for Pres­ 
ident. Objections may be raised to elec­ 
tion returns, for alleged irregularity, or on 
other grounds from every Stale ; Congress 
under the resolution, may consider tbe 
number of votes cast, and inquire whether 
improper influences were employed, to 
obtain them. Inquiries of this kind, will 
never be made in respect to the manner 
of conducting elections in the Southern 
States; Southern Democracy is too sound 
to admit of questioning, The plan opened 
a wide field tor objections, technical and 
otherwise, which may be used as aa ex * 
cuse for declaring the vote of a State 
void. 
The proposed plan may not be adopted 
at this session, but it the emergency of thy 
party requires Ic, every posiibie effort wul 
bo put forth to secure it, at the session 
id 
November next, which will be in time tor 
the end sought to bo gained. Eaough ut 
the spirit and temper of Congress has been 
revealed in 
unseating 
members, and 
admitting to seats, those not entitled there­ 
to, to satisfy attentive observers, what the 
rnliog majority is capable oi doing. It is 
noticeable'tbat this scheme for counting 
tbe Presidential vote is put in the form of 
a “concurrent resolution,” thus evadiog 
the necessity for its being sent.to the Pres- 
ident tor his approval.

It is almost needless to say that Janes­ 
ville has one of the most beantifnl resting 
pisces tor its dead, of any city of its me 
in the West. Strangers visiting It are ever 
tree to express their admiration of its site 
and its improvements. The care which is 
being given by the Association, the money 
expended on making and keeping up Im­ 
provements, added to the improvements 
constantly being made by the individual 
lot-owners, are causing the grounds to 
took more and more beautitnl, bnt the 
greatest improvement made of late is the 
addition of a full supply of water. 
Though the courtesy of Dr Barrows we 
drove through the cemetery this morning, 
aud were shown the condition and extent 
of the work. A well has been sunk at the 
highest summit in the cemetery. This well is 
ITS feet deep, and has in It GO feet of water, 
which no amount of pumping seems to 
lessen. The water comes through the solid 
rock, an J passes through a large iron pipe, 
encased with cement curbing, so that it 
can nowhere take any impurities from the 
soil. Tut water is raised by means of a 
windmill, manufactured at Evansville, and 
so built tnat it can work in the wildest gale 
of wind without trouble, thus avoiding the 
necessity of shutting it off when strong 
winds arise. A Urge reservoir has been 
omit, with a capacity of 1105 or 1200 bar 
roll. The reservoir is ot stone, and is cov­ 
ered with a neat looking pavilion, around 
the base of which is a large monad, which 
when sodded will give a finished and at­ 
tractive app arauce lo it all. In oooaec 
uon with tins pavilion is a well-house 
wnich shelters me pump, and makes all 
complete. From tau reservoir iron pipes 
are laid through the cemetery, and every 
street has a hydrant, to which hose can be 
attached for sprinkling the sod aud water­ 
ing the flowers, so that the »water supply 
is brought within convenient distance to 


I every lot. Tee water is as clear and cool 


I as spriog water, and is most excellent for 
drinking purposes, and can be (mas utilized 
for every purp jsc needed. The pipes are 
I lid clear to me entrance of the cemetery, 
giving a tall ut 97 feet, aud near the en­ 
trance has been placed a large fountain, 
With large cement basins to catch the wa­ 
ter. Surrounding this fountain is to be a 
border of ti iwers and plants, a narrow 
walk bordering this, and the whole enclos - 
od by a very neat iron fence. On the op­ 
posite side of the broad driveway, will be 
placed a drinking trough tor horses, which 
will bu supplied by the oyerfljw of the 
fountain. With this tall and head of water 
tho 
fountain 
can 
throw a very high 
stream, much greater than is needed. 
The 
entrance 
to 
the 
cemetery 
will thus be made most beautiful, aud it is 
probable that in.time other fountains will 
1 ne placed in different parts of the grounds* 
as the pres ut ii J w of water is such as to 
Cause the plan ot private fountains to seem 
practicable. Toe pump at the reservoir 
when at work flows a pailful a minute, aud 
with a reservoir of such large capacity, 
there will bu an ample supply for all needs. 
The improvement is a success—a big suc­ 
cess, aud the enterprise of the Association, 
backed up by the generous contributions 
of the lot-owners, will be heartily appre­ 
ciated. 
The work is bulng pushed rapidly to 
completion, with the expectation of having 
toe water supply ut good running order by 
Decoration day, when the public will have 
an oppirtumiy of seeing the improvement 
tor themselves. J. C. Jenkins has had 
charge of the work, and has managed it 
excellently, and much credit is due to him. 
Charlie Jenkins deserves a big share of 
praise also for the part he has taken In 
the matter, and especially for the excellent 
manner in which the large fountain and 
its baisins have been put id place. 
With 
such a water supply, carried so convenient., 
lyto all parts of the grounds, the ceme­ 
tery can be made more beautiful than ever. 
aud the floral decorations can be kept 
fresh and the sod green. 
There are many minor improvements 
being made continually, but this spring 
there seems to be more than ever a 
desire on the part of every lot-owner 
to beautify the resting place of their de­ 
parted loved ones.
